Who knows 
how time might have operated in his 
favour had he been content to remain 
quiet? His restless spirit, however, and 
fatal want of conimon discretion led him 
into plots and intrigues against the 
Throne, and she had more than once 
warned him that, however she might 
pardon offences against her person, any- 
thing like treason to established rule of 
the kingdom would never be forgiven.

THE TENTH ASSEMBLY. 
a Sa 
IRISH LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
SOCIETY DISCUSSION, 

A meeting of members of the Irish Society 
vf the League of Nations was heid last night 
at No. 5 Leinster street, Dublin, Mr. John 
iloman presiding. 

Mr. Bolton C. Waller initiated a discussion 
ou the work of the Tenth Assembly, in the 
course of which he said that it was more 
active than all its predecessors, and had the 
biggest tangible results. It had recently been 
suid jestingly that ‘‘the Assembly touches 
nothing which it does not adjourn.”” In part 
that was true. It simply meant that the 
League is a continuing organisation, con- 
Stantly at work, gradually building up the 
structure of peace. The Free State delegates 
had asserted the principle of bringing all 
Commonwealth disputes before the Council of 
the League. The signing of the Optional! 
Clause by our delegates was the most im- 
portant step taken by them, and was most 
popular in Geneva amongst the people as- 
sembled there. They received congratulations 
from many countries upon having taken this 
definite step forward. 

There were, however, grave doubts ex- 
pressed as to whether the General Act was 
well drawn up, and whether it provided satis- 
factory means for the settlement of disputes. 
He thonght it was of donbtful wisdom on the 
part of the Irish delegates to have signed 
that Act, and few people outside the dele- 
gates conld teil what was in the document. 

A SEAT ON THE COUNCIL 

With regard to the intention of the Trish 
delegates to seek n seat at the Council of the 
Leagne next year, he said that he did not 
think that anybody in Geneva held the 
opinion that some papers here held—namely, 
that Australia had a better claim than the 
Free State, On the actual merits of the 
delegations, it could be said at Geneva that 
this country stood better than did Australia, 
if the question should come to a contest, be- 
cause Australia had played a very minor part 
in the League up to now, while Canada had 
done good work. 

The Chairman pointed out that it was the 
Free State, in 1926, that first proposed 
Dominion representation on the Council of 
the League, and put forward Canada, while 
Great Britain, Australia and New Zealand 
‘strongly opposed it. He understood that 
hefore the Irish delegate signed the General 
Act the Government would introduce legís- 
lation enabling them to sign it. 

THE OPTIONAL CLAUSE. 

Senator Douglas said that his feeling was 
that the wise step for the Government to 
take would be to go ahead with their pro- 
posals on their merits, and to take their stand 
as full members of the League. He did not 
think that many people here knew what the 
Optional Clause was, or meant, until it had 
heen signed; and he thought that the only 
way in which to educate the people about 
the League was by the Government taking 
certain steps. He thought that the meeting 
at the Mansion House the other night was a 
great step forward, and the fact that 
Ministers attended justified the existence of 
the League of Nations Society,

REVIVAL OF “THE FLYING 
DUTCHMAN.”

It is a long time since ‘ The Flying Dutch- 
man” was last produced in Dublin. Only 
old people remember seeing it here; some 0! 
them still talk of the remarkable impersona- 
tion of the Dutchman by William Ludwig 
whom Carl Rosa himself, founder of the com 
pauy responsible now for a revival of the 
opera, regarded as the finest interpreter ol 
the part. 

“The Flying Dutchman" has a measure of 
interest for students of the history of opera, 


lt marks the beginning of the composer's re- 
volt against certain operatic conventions 
Immediately before it he had written an opera 
in tho Meyerbeer style—‘' Rienzi’ —and he 
was not above submitting his sketch of ' The 
living Dutehbman’’ to the Paris Opera 
Between that sketch and his settling down 
to the score his ideas about conventional opera 
must have hardened rapidly. After the pro- 
duction of “The Flying Dutchman” at 
Dresden in 1843, he wrote to a fnend—‘t You 
will find that [ have allowed a primitive saga 
te tell itself, quite simply, without the addi- 


tion, as is usually thought necessary nov 
adays, of anything operatic in the commonly 
accepted sense én ne Bel ia mo 


pageantry, no noisily effective finale, etc.’ 
AN IMMEDIATE SUCCESS. 

This early work is distinguished clearly 
from the masic-dramas which Wagner wrote 
Inter in conformity with his elaborated 
theories of the ‘‘art-work of the (future. 
(Unlike ‘*‘The Ring, ' which he wrote when 
the conditions demanded for its performance 
were not in sight, “ The Flying Dutchman ”’ 
was written in confident hope of early pro- 
duction. Wagner began it in France, when 
the experience of a four weeks’ voyage from 
a Baltic port to London was still fresh in 
his mind, : 

So far from being a work of controversial 
import, “The Flying Dutchman” had an 
immediate success, which resulted in Wagner s 
appointment as conductor of the Dresden 
Opera. This was not only long before “ The 
King,’ but before ‘‘ Lohengrin ' and “Tann- 
hiuser.”’ We are not coucerned in the 
slightest with Wagnerian principles of music- 
drama. or with orchestral innovations such 
as came later, 

ROMANTIC. 

To Schumann, Wagner wrote :—‘‘In this 
new opera I. strike out a way markedly 
different to anything to which the public is 
accustomed.”’ The claim 'was not altogether 
warranted: ¢* The Flying Dutchman,’’ a typi 
cal product of the Romantic movement in 
German culture, was a natural continuation 
of the work of Weber, the composer who 
most conspicuously had carried the spirit of 
the German Romantic movement into opera. 

The marks of that movement are all over 
“ The Flying’ Dutchman.’’ We have scenes 
of mystery and gloom contrasted with others 
of a homely nature, simple folk in contact 
with supernatural agencies, an austere and 
rather grim hero, a trusting heroine: the 
most typical characteristics of the ballads 
and other literature of that interesting periad, 
which was already far advanced; for even in 
music Schubert twenty or thirty vears earlier 
-had been a Romantic mh 

THE PERFORMANCE. 

The Carl Rosa production goes all out for 
@uphasis of that romantic aspect of the work. 
The effective staging and lighting were im- 
portant elements. Mr. Arthur Hammond's 
conducting, the chief characteristic of which 
Was an intensely animated performance of the 
score, seemed to be directed to the same 
end. Mr. Robert Parker as the Dutchman 
Stalked sombrely through the work, and the 
other parts, including the excellent choral

{WO FIREMEN INJURED.

A fire, which burned fiercely for several 
hours yesterday in. the French steamer, 
Uklatioma (4,660 tons), of Havre, lying in 
in the Sandon Dock, Liverpool, caused seve- 
yal explosions, Which resulted in the steamer’s 
breaking her back. The amidships portion 
of the ship grounded on the bottom of the 
dock, but the after and forward ends re- 
mained affoat, despite the large amount of 
water which had been poured into her. 

(he explosions caused bags of sugar, bales 
of cotton, iron stanchions, pieces of burning 
timber and other articles to be flung about 
100 teet into the air, and to drop on other 
ships, dock shed roofs, dock road ways—in 
some cases more than 100 yards away 

i wo fireman sustained burns which caused 
them to have to leave their duties. Another 
fireman twisted his leg, and a spectator sus- 
tained slight injuries, 

the Oklahoma was berthed in the Sandon 
Dock from the South Pacific on Sunday, and 
had brought to Liverpool a general cargo, 
which included nitrate of soda, Peruvian 
cotton, and sugar. Part of the cargo was 
discharged on Monday. 

SEEN AT 6 A.M, 

Just after six o'clock yesterday morning 
a member of the crew saw smoke coming 
from No. 2 hatch in the forward part of 
he vessel. and the Fire Brigade were im- 

ediately snformed, When the hatch cover- 
gs were removed the flames shot to a great 
height, and the fire gradually spread for- 
ward The crew, numbering about fifty, 
assisted the Brigade, who were at full 
strength, and when the explosion occurred 
and burning débrie was flung in all direc- 

mm it was remarkable that no 
ne was struck. Even those on 

vd the ,steamship Westmorland and 

iteshire, which were moored on 

opposite side of the dock,: had narrow 
pes, as bags of sugar, bales of cotton and 
ise pieces.of wood dropped on their decks. 

\ heavy tren stanchion was flung spinning 
into the air, but fortunately it dropped into 
the middle of the dock with a big splash. 

\ hag of sugar crashed through the roof 
of a shed on the opposite side of the dock 
and another hag fell on to one of the 
ventilators of the Buteshire and crushed the 
top of it as if it were a matchbox. 


WINDOWS IN HOUSES CRACKED, 

Even light articles like novels and telegraph 
fms were hurled Several hundred fect, and 
at times the scene resembled the flight of a 
larce flock of seagulls. The heat was so in- 
tense that the sides of ships on the opposite 
side of the dock got quite warm, and the 
explosions caused windows several hundreds 
f vards away to crack. 

The flames spread from the ship to the 
deck sheds immediately adjoining, and con- 
siderable damage was done to cranes on top 
ef the sheds, the drivers’ boxes being com- 
pletely destroyed, 

“ When the fire was first discovered, as the 
result of smoke being seen coming from No. 2 
hold, someone was sent ashore to fetch the 

hrigade.””’ said Captain Vassia, of the 
lahoma, in an interview. 

“The fire must have got a good hold 
hefore it was discovered, hecause when the 
hatches were uncovered flames shot hich into 
the air. The erew commenced to discharge 
the cargo from the storeroom adjoining No. 2 
hold. and worked like heroes, as Jong as thev 
coul In this hold there were 500 tons of 
nitrate of soda and a large quantity of cotton, 
and at any moment we expected an ex- 
pl gion - 

Another member, of the crew said that as 
thev were scrambifhe to put on their clothes 
emoke commenced to fill their cabins. When 
they got on deck the smoke was very 
thick, but although they knew there 
was grave danger of an explosion, they 
gave all the assistance they could 
to the firemen. About eighty firemen and 
half a dozen engines were in attendance, and 
throughout the day firemen remained pouring 
water on the smouldering débrie. 

A‘though very much burnt and charred, 
fhe mast remained in position, as did also 
the blackened funne!. 


SHOWERS OF DEBRIS. 


“The flames reached a height of several 
hundred feet. and we could feel the heat 
right across the dock,’”’ said a member of 
the crew of the Buteshire “When the 
explosion occurred so much débris was flung 
about that it was like a flock of birds 
crossing the dock. We did not stop to 
watch too long, as many things fell on our 
decks, and our own ship shook with the 
vibration. A bag of sugar fell with a 
terrific thud on the ventilator and crushed it 
flat. Altogether, about five bags of 
sugar fell om our decks, which quickly 
became a sticky mass, as the hoses were 
being plaved on the woodwork to prevent 
our ship being involved. A piece of fiving 
metal dropped into one of our lifeboats, and 
st anv moment burning embers might have 
started a fire on our own vesse]. 

Precautions were also taken on board the 
Westmoreland, and the scuppers were run- 
ving with water fer several hours. 

Hoses were played on the hatch covers, 
which at times’ were damaged, and, as a 
precautionary measure, the Bootle brigade 
turned out in case other ships were involved. 
The flames were also attacked by fire tenders 
working in the dock. 

The fiemen who were burnt were 
“vederick Tipping, aged 32, of Kirkstone 
street, Who sustained burns to the face; and 
Alfred Davies, aged 28, of Walton Hall 
avenue, who was burnt about the hands. 
Both received medical attention, and after- 
wards went off duty. 

While hurrying to the scene a fire engine 
olliided with a steam wagon, and was so 
sadly damaged that it could not proceed. 
ater in the day it was towed back to the 
enetral Fire Station for repairs. 


FLAX EXPERIMENT IN 
NORTHERN IRELAND.

BREEDING PEDIGREE SEED. 


A demonstration took place at Dromara, 
vunty Down, yesterday in the presence of 
\ir. Megaw, the flax inspector of the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture, a number of flax- 
vrowers and others interested in flax produc 
tron, of a contrivance to protect crops against 
weather damage and quicken the process of 
irving flax. It is the invention of Mr. 
\lexander Proctor, a Seotsman, who has a 
‘arm at Dyromara for flax production, and 
vho claims to have made great strides in the 
weeding of pedigree flax seeds. é 

It has not been the custom of Irish farmers 
n the past to make use of the linseed from 
‘he flax crop for sowing or cattle feeding pur 
ses, but to utilise the flax for the production 
f fibre only, and import flax seed for sowing 
each spring. In view of the advent of pedi- 
eree flax seed, and particularly the J. W. 8. 
brand, which has been developed mainly in. 
England to commercial proportions, it is im- 
portant that Irish farmers should have a 
method of growing flax for fibre, and also 
saving the seed. This would cut out a large 
element of the expense in flax production, 
and ensure a continuous supply and cheaper 
fibre, which is a point of considerable im- 
portance for the linen industry. 

BENEFITS OF INVENTION. 

Up to the present it has been found diffi- 
cult to ripen the flax sufficiently to produce 
seed, dry the straw and have the flax scutched 
in time for the flax sales before the winter 
sets in, It has also been found difficult owing 
to the uncertain climatic conditions to save 
the seed in suitable condition for sowing pur- 
poses without damaging the fibre-bearing 
straw. Both these difficulties Mr. Proctor 
claims to have overcome by his invention of 
en collapsible crop-securing tripod, which has 
heen introduced in England and Scotland, 
chiefly in connection with the development of 
Northern Ire- 
land farmers this year acquired from these 
sources sufficient J. W. 8. seed to sow 6,000 
to 7,000 acres of flax. Although they paid 
£65 per ton for it, instead of £25 per ton 
low the Continental or Baltic Province flax 
seed, growers are finding that it has paid 
them well to pay the higher price for the 
higher-yielding J. W. 8. pedigree seed. Under 
the new method evolved by Mr. Proctor, it 
is claimed that farmers for an expenditure of 

per acre can. secure An appliance which 
vields a good return.

Dr. Morrisey, who, with Dr. John O'Neill, 
made a post-mortem examination on the body 
of Mrs. McCabe, said that there was no sign 
of poisoning except a slight congestion of the 
stomach and kidneys. They had handed over 
the organs to the authorities with a view to 
analysis. 

Dr. O’Ne'll corroborated, and, in reply to 
Inspector Munelly, said that he was not able 
to state that the woman had died of poison. 
ing. 

The inquest was adjourned as stated. 


BELFAST RELIEF 
SCHEME. 


—--—--->-- - -- 
WORK INSTEAD OF DOLE. 


Details of the scheme for providing relief 
work in Belfast as a result of the negotia- 
tions between the Belfast Guardians, the 
Corporation, and the Northern Mipistry of 
Home Affairs were given yesterday at the 
Belfast Board of. Guardians by Mr. h. H. 
Wilson, Clerk of the Union. 

Mr. Wilson stated that during the half 
year ended 30th September, 1929, the total 
number of applications received for special 
relief within the period was 492, and the 
total number of men relieved was 460 (in- 
cluding dependents, 2,266), and the total cost, 
£5,249 10s. 1d. 

WORK RELIEF SCHEME. 

‘Regarding the Work Relief Scheme, out 
of the total relieved, 325 able-bodied men 
were given work under Corporation relief 
work scheme, the total paid them in return 
therefor, £2,370 14s. 7d., during the six 
months in lieu of special relief, as arranged 
and approved by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs.” 

It was further pointed out that during the 
six months under review, 131 men engaged 
under the scheme (690 dependents) found 
employment elsewhere, and were consequntly 
moved from relief works. From this ab- 
sorption in employment payment by the 
Board of special relief to the amount of 
£7,492 ils. Od. per annum within the period 
had become unnecessary. 

SATISFACTORY RESULTS. 

The Board’s officers, as well as the Cor- 
poration’s officials, were, on the whole, satis- 
fied with the work performed and the re- 
sults obtained. 

As the Board were aware, repeated applica- 
tions had been received from time to time 
during the past few months from 
the men themselves working on these 
schemes, to be granted an extended time 
on work which es now seem anxious to 
perform. These facts and figures, as 
ascertained after the first half-year’s 
working, fully confirmed and = amply 
justified the hopes of the authorities con- 
cerned when inaugurating the scheme—an 
entirely new departure—and demonstrated 
that the scheme as framed had proved both 
helpful to the recipients and healthful to the 
community in the beneficial results achieved. 

It seemed also from the financial aspect to 
be infinitely better to have some permanent 
improvement in the city to show in return 
for the expenditlre of the public money 
utilised thereon under such scheme, and 3n- 
cidentally increasing employment, with the 
resultant uplift and encouragement to the 
employés, instead of otherwise distributing 
public money and receiving no return what- 
ever therefor, the consensus of opinion being 
that such was wnsound and _ invariably 
demoralising to the recipients themselves.

MAN WHO FAILED TO RETURN 
FROM WALK.

A REMARKABLE REPORT. 

A remarkable report on the water supply 
to the village of Milestown in Co, Louth was 
read at the meeting of the LOUTH Board 
of Health from Dr. Butterly, Medica] Officer 
of the area. The village is mainly inhabited 
hy ex-Service men, for whom the Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Land Trust built houses. Dr. 
Butterly in his report stated that the present 
source of supply was a small rivulet of peaty 
marsh water, subject to fluctuations of rain- 
fall, drying up in dry seasons and liable to 
become polluted. Along its course it drained 
pools where cattle and other animals fre- 
quented; also cultivated fields, so that in 
times of heavy rain it underwent fouling. 
The report continued :— “ It is infested with 
rats, inanimate clam shells, skulls of dead 
animals, disused tins; broken 
delph are present in the stream. Tramps 
wash their feet and clothes there occasion- 
ally, school-children throw refuse into it, and 
the surface water of the toad is allowed to 
intermingle with it.’

rampart to give way. Nothing could have 
prevented this. He considered a concrete 
wall was required to replace the present ram- 
part, and the danger of a further flood in 
the future would then be a most unlikely 
event The obstruction at, the bridge of 
vigantic trees that came down the river and 
other things choked the water. 


BACK TO PRISON. 

Patrick Woods pleaded guilty before Judge 
Shannon, in the MONAGHAN Circuit Court, to 
indictments charging him with the larceny 
of two bicycles, one the property of Thomas 
Lea, Ballyjamesduff, and the other of Martha 
Gray, Castleblaney. When asked if he had 
anvthing to say, the prisoner said: ‘‘ No, sir, 
Í throw myself on the mercy of the Court.” 
Mr. J. J. Keenan, State Solicitor, said that 
the prisoner had a particularly bad record. 
There were sixteen previous convictions. He 
was 45 years of age, and would have appeared 
to have begun his criminal career at the age 
of 14 by stealing a watch. Since 1900 he 
has practically spent all his lifa in goal. The 
Judge imposed a sentence of two years’ im- 
prisonm_nt with hard labour. 


ASYLUM PATIENT'S ESCAPE, 

After dealing with the circumstances attend- 
ing the drowning of a male patient and 
called for a sworn inquiry by the Ministry 
into the affair, the Committee of Management 
of the BALLINASLOE Asylum Committee 
listened to another story from Dr. Mills, 
resident medical superintendent, regarding 
the escape at midnight of another male 
patient, whose only garment was a shirt. 
The patient was found afterwards in a yard. 
The Chairman said that a great responsibility 
rested on asvium aitendants, and they should 
be ever watchful of those poor afflicted 
creatures under their charge. It was almost 
unbelievable that a patient could escape 
through such a small window. Iron bars 
should be put across the windows. Dr. Mills 
said that when that was done before patients 
hanged themselves from the bars. The 
attendant in charge of the patient having. 
given an explanation he was exonerated. 


A DOCTOR’S STATEMENT. 

An alleged breach of an agreement between 
the FERMANAGH Regional Committee for 
the treatment of all public elementary school 
children and the Fermanagh County Hospital 
was mentioned by Dr. Kidd, Medical Super- 
intendent of the hospital, at its quarterly 
meeting. Dr. Kidd said that last week a 
child had been brought in for the removal 
of adenoids and tonsils, and he refused to 
perform the operation, and he had, therefore, 
broken through an arrangement. He pleaded 
guilty to this. and asked the Committee’s 
induigence. The reason he did it was that 
he did not consider that the child (the son 
of a retired merchant) came under the Act of 
Parliament as one who should benefit by 
State-aided medical service and become a 
burden on public funds. Mr. Dewane said 
that the matter had been reported to the 
tegional Committee, and it should not now 
be discussed, as the Committee would ask the 
doctor for an explanation. The trouble was 
that the agreement still stood. The child 
was attending a public elementary school, and 
the agreement was that all children attend- 
ing these schools should be treated, irrespec- 
tive of the position of their parents, It was 
unfortunate that this incident had occurred, 
because the agreement would probably have 
to be revised. It. was decided to take no 
action pending the consideration of the 
matter by the Regional Committee. 


HOME ASSISTANCE. 

[In his report to the Queen's County Board 
of Health, Mr. Treacy, superintendent: 
assistance officer, stated that the total ex- 
penditure on home assistance for the half- 
year ended September 30 last was £5,541. 
Harvesting operations, Mr. Treacy stated, 
gave little extra empleyment. While there 
was a slight decrease in home assistance to 
able-bodied men (with families), there were 


‘new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, who 


were recommended for extra nourishment 
allowances as being more economical than 
sanatorium treatment, and disablement cases 
struck off from the National Health disable- 
ment benefit would eventually become appli- 
cants for home assistance.

6d. in 
the £ on the ratepayers to provide a 
labourers’ cottage scheme if the money was 
borrowed from the banks, a deputation 
waited on the Free State Department, and 
Mr. Byrne has reported that the deputationists 
were informed that legislation would have to 
be introduced to render available the more 
reasonable terms under the Local Loans Fund, 
and until such time the Department could rot 
consider any scheme, even for the Rathdown 
area, where there was such a pressing need for 


housing accommodation. 


SUNDAY MAIL SERVICE. 

A new Sunday mail service from 
LIMERICK to Dublin was inaugurated last 
Sunday, and is certain to prove a boon to 
the local business community. Letters posted 
at the head office up to 12.40 p.m. are sent 
by. the 1 p.m. train to Dublin. They reach 
London at 5.5 a.m. The new service saves 
a delay of 24 hours, and in some cases 
48 hours, in Britain, as under the old 
system the Sunday mail did not leave Lime- 
rick till 8.40 a.m. on Monday. Generally 
speaking, correspondence from Limerick, ex- 
cepting places in the Limerick and Ennis 
areas, comes under the new arrangement, 
which is an experimental one for six months. 


DOMESTIC STRIFE. 

In the BELFAST Custody Court Mrs. Eva 
Lematy, of Boundary street, was charged 
with assaulting her husband. Her husband, 
whose head was bandaged, applied to have 
her committed to an asylum, on the grounds 
that she was a lunatic. Dr. Skillen said 
that he could not certify the woman as 
insane, and the magistrates granted a 
separation order, -under which the husband 
will pay 20s. a week maintenance, Examined 
by Mr. John Graham, the wife said that 
she was taken from her home by Lematy 
when she was a girl of 17. His treatment 
of her had been cruel.. She admitted the 
assault, but said that it was provoked, 
Lematy denied that he ill-treated his wife, 


TYRONE OFFICIAL’S DEATH. 

Last Monday night the death took place 
at Coneywarren, OMAGH, of Mr. Armour 
Ferguson, a former official of the Tyrone 
County Council. Mr. Ferguson served the 
county in the old Grand Jury days under the 
late Major Burleigh Stuart, and at the pass- 
ing of the Local Government Act of 1898 
was transferred to the County Council, when 
he was placed in charge of the rate depart- 
ment of the county. In February last .he 
sustained a serious accident, and had been 
in Tyrone County Hospital up to a few 
months ago. As there were no hopes that he 
would be ablé to undertake his duties again, 
he resigned his appointment and was granted 
the maximum pension.

On the approach 
of the cther engine witness shouted, but 
Williams did not hear him, apparently owing 
to the noise of the approaching engine. The 
night was dark and foggy. The jury brought 
in a rider exonerating the drivers from all 
blame, adding that in their opinion some 
form of guard round the column should be 
erected for the protection of the workers.

She argues that the French have derived 
very considerable benefits from their posses- 
sion of the Saar coal mines, and that, once 
the mines have been bought back, France 
will have no right to interfere in their 
future development. France, on the other 
hand, is inclined to insist that, unless 
Germany is prepared to meet her in regard 
to the control of the mines, the treaty 
must run ifs course and the Saar must 
remain divorced from Germany until 1959.

I understand that highly important 
developments in connection with television 
will take place in Dublin before long.

Much significance is attached here to 
the congratulations offered by the French 
Ambassador in Washington to Mr.

The Experts Conference. 


The members of all the delegations now 
attending the Experts’ Conference mect- 
ings in the Moses Room of the House of 
Lords assembled on the terrace of the 
Houses of Parliament this morning for 
the purpose of having a group photograph 
taken. Lord Passfield occupied the central 
place in the picture. Nobody was per- 
mitted to watch the taking of the picture, 
which was as private as the proceedings 
of the conference. I mentioned afterwards 
to a member .of the conference that the 
photograph would mean publicity—to 
receive the reply that it was about all 
the publicity the conference would have. 
The secrets of the conference are admirably 
kept; for not a whisper has been allowed 
to transpire as to the course of the dis- 
cussions, which continue daily. 


Questionnaire for Mr. 4 nomas. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas, as Minister for 
Unemployment, is likely to have a very 
trying time once the House of Commons 
is in session; for he will have to answer 
a perfect avalanche of questions regarding 
unemployment. Several questions were 
placed on the order paper of the House 
of Commons on this point before the ad- 
journment in July, and I understand that 
a very large number are waiting for a 
place on the order paper at the first avai! 
able moment. On the opening day of 
Parliament Mr. Thomas will be asked a: 
to the results of his Canadian mission. the 
number of contracts placed with British 
manufacturers in connection with schemes 
for the alleviation of unemployment, and 
the number of men and women he hopes 
to bring into employment this winter by 
reason of Government assistance to in- 
dustry under the two Development Acts. 
Another question will ask what provisior 
has been made to provide work for unem- 
ployed women, the numbers absorbed or 
estimated to be absorbed, and the cost. 


France and British War Losses. 


The decision on the part of the French 
Government, that British subjects, who 
sustained damage to their property in 
France from the destruction brought about 
by the German armies, are to receive com- 
pensation on the same. footing as French 
citizens, “has an interest here at the 
thoment ; for during the next few days an 
interesting case will be brought before thie 
law courts in connection with claims for 
compensation for damage done by the 
Germans in this country. Many thousands 
of citizens suffered severe losses owing to 
air raids or bombardment of coastal 
towns, and their claims for compensation 


have been completely ignored. A numbei 
of sufferers have banded themselves 
together into a corporation, and hare 


raised the necessary funds for an appeal 
to the law, claiming that their losses 
should be compensated from the surplus 
funds at the disposal of the Government. 


Pensions at Sixty. 


The report that the Cabinet Committce 
on Unemployment has recommended a 
scheme for the pensioning of workers at 
sixty, although much commented on here 
to-day, caused no surprise ; for it was one 
of the ints advanced by the Labour 
Party during the course of the general 
election. Few people think that it is 
likely to come into operation for some 
time to come. Nevertheless, the cost will 
be very considerable if a pension of t-vonty 
shillings a week for a single man and 
thirty shillings for married men is 
adopted. The cost at present is unknown, 
but it is understood that the figures are 
now being prepared by Treasury experts. 
In the view of members of the Govern- 
ment, the raising of the school-leaving 
age, while reducing the number of 
workers, will be useless unless something 
is done at the other end of the scale bv 
giving pensions to induce men of sixty to 
give up work. The scheme, it is suggested, 
will be on a voluntary basis, but in such 
an event it will probably be found to be

There are problems of 
marriage to-day, great and difficult, and 
there is a danger lest we should give 
the younger generation the idea that 
married life is a long conflict, or, as some- 
one jeeringly remarked, that permanent 
marriage is a fight to the finish. We are 
troubled and concerned about problems of 
divorce, but I believe that it is the task 
of married folk to let the world see that 
marriage is a great and mighty thing— 
the best partnership in the world; and 
to help young men and women to make 
such marriages that in the days to come 
there shall be no need to break them.

Continuing, Mr.’ Shaw, comparing th 
intellectual capabilities of university men 
with those of sailors, asked. why it was 
that the university man appeared to ver} 
great advantage in spite of “ this injury 
to his mind.” 

“The reason is that, like sailors, he has 
lived the communal life. Accordingly, I 
do not want to abolish university lite, 
because I think the hostel side of it is the 
promising side 

““I am here to open a hostel. If you 
had asked me to open a school, I might 
have locked the door and thrown the key 
into the porch. 

“There is a great deal in university 
teaching, largely on the technical side, 
which really cannot be seriously falsified. 
There is a great deal done with the best 
will in the world to form the characters 
of people in universities. 

“This is disastrous, because our 
universities generally ‘try ‘to produce an 
unsocial type of character. When they 
overcame their first natural repugnance to 
the word ‘ University ’ they had to dream 
it might be possible to produce a per: 
fectly genuine type of ecucaten. 


DECENTRALISE EDUCATION. 


‘‘ The first thing to do is to decentralise 
education. Let no citizen of Plymouth or 
anywhere else be persuaded.to send his 
sons to Oxford or Cambridge. The thing 
to do with these unvenerable institutions, 
in spite of the beauty of their buildings, 
is to raze them to the ground and sow the 
foundations with salt. There are several 
public schools generally regarded as

We find that com- 
peting lorries in 1898 were required to 
reach a speed of only six miles per hour 
in Class 1 and four miles per hour in 
Class 2. (Loud laughter. )

we know it. to-day? © Wel!-maintained 
fleets of commercial motor vehicles are on 
the road enabling—with. due deference to 
our railways conpanies—manufacturers to 
transport raw material from place to place 
with a minimum of handling and disturb- 
ance to the community.

Clarence Hatry, who is in custody on a 
charge of conspiracy, was refused bail for 
the seventh time yesterday by Mr. Justice 
Branson and Mr. Justice Hawke in the 
King’s Bench Division, Londor. 

Five applications had been previously 
refused by Alderman Sir George Truscott 


at the Guildhall, and a sixtn by Mr. 
Justice Macnaghten at his house in 
Kensington. 


THE CASE FOR HATRY. 

A powerful appeal was mada on behalf 
of Hatry by Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., 
M.P., who said that he had made the 
application for bail so that the true ends 
of justice may be arrived at. 

He said that the application was re- 
garded by the defendants’ advisers as one 
of supreme importance. Indeed, its im- 
portance could not be over-estimated, 
being, as it was, vital to the interests of 


Mr. Hatry. 

‘The charge against Mr. Hatry.’’ con- 
] tinued Mr. Birkett. “is one of creat 
moment. It is a charge of great gravity, 
of great maenitude and of vreat com- 
plexity, and no words of mine will he 


intended to minimise its gravity.’’ Thrti- 
mation had been made hy the prosecution 
that further charges were to be preferred. 
and it had heen indicated that they would 
include a serious charge of forgery Those

£900,000. 


SAVING LARGE SUMS.

SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 

The whole complexion of the present war 
has. been changed by the-mews that Yen 
Hsi-Shan has arrested Feng Yu-Hsiang, and 
has been holding him prisoner at Chiehnan, 
in Shansi, since yesterday, 

The announcement was made to-day in a 
personal telegram from Yen Hsi-Shan_ to 
Chao Tai-Wen, one of the Yen’s oldest 
friends, and President of the Control Yuan 
(Board). 

Yen declares himself opposed to ‘the 
Kuominchun revolt, which he says is merely 
designed to frustrate the disbandment pro- 
gramme and to destroy the peace of the 
country, and he adds that he will strictly 
follow the instructions of the Central autho- 
rities to bring the present insurrection to an 
early eonclusion. What this Ie is 
worth in actual effect remains to be seen. 

THE FINAU ISSUE. 

The prestige of Yen’s name js undoubtedly 
an important factor, but as he is no longer 
Governor of Shansi it is questionable how 
many troops he could actually control if he 
were ordered by Nanking to march an army 
into Honan, where the Kuominchun and Na- 
tionalists are facing each other near Loyang. 

Nanking may overcome the present, crisis 
by compromises, and even by the elimipation 
of sectional mutineers, but in the opinion of 
the best judges this is merely putting off the 
final issue, which must sooner or later be 
icught out between the Kuomintang and the 
Northern feudal system. 

Note—Reports received at the beginning of 
this month stated definitely that Feng Yu- 
Hsiang and Yen MHsi-Shan together left 
Taiyuan, the capital of Shansi, osten 
sibly for the Wutaishan, the sacred 
mountain about one hundred miles 
north-east, but the ‘‘ Reorganisationists ”' 
declared that this was a move to conceal 
their real purpose; that both Generals were 
firmly “united: in opposition to Nanking, and 
that: Feng's' troops were already /nearing 
Hupeh. More recently the Nanking Govern- 
ment seemed to entertain ‘the hope. that it 
might be possible to detach Yéi “fitim the 
“ reorganizationists,”. but general belief in- 
clined to the idea that at the utmost: he 
might remain neutral.

THE ARCHITECT AND 
SPEED. 


MR. HOWARD COOKE’S 
ADDRESS. 


> 26 


The opening meeting of the Architectural 
Association of Ireland was held in Dublin 
last night. The newly-elected President, 


Mr. W. A.R.1LB.A,, 


Cooke, in his inaugural address, 
thanked the members for electing him as 
their President, and referred to the sphere 
and usefulness which still remained to their 
Association. He sketched a perspective’ for 
future development, and went on to touch on 
speed and its relation to the profession as 
the practised it today. He was not alto- 
gether assured that speed in structural work 
produced satisfactery results. Under pressure 
walls were run up at an amazing rate, and 
weré not allowed to dry before the external 
and ‘internal plastering’ was applied. The 
jomery was rushed into pesition, and the 
floor boards were laid while the building was 
saturated with damp. The saving grace of 
paint covered all for the time being, and the 
client occupied his home at the first possible, 
or rather impossible, moment, Architect and 


builder were later called upon to explain 
cracks and shrinkages, which seemed to 
suggest scamped work; and though both 


knew that the work had been as well done 
and that the material. was as good as was 
possible under the circumstances, yet to 
explain this to the layman or client, who 
had then forgotten his haste, was a decidedly 
difficult matter. 

A HAPPIER MEDIUM. 

They might endeavour to strike a happier 
medium in their work, giving all associated 
with it a reasonable opportunity for more 
leisurely progress, and for a more considered 
action, by which alone enduring results could 
be obtained. In many waystried methods and 
materials were ultimately the gre and 
the practice which had generally governed 
building methods in England and Ireland had 
made it many, respects a model for the world. 
Other countriés might teach, and some of 
them might advocate speed, but he ventured 
to think that in the slower and surer methods 
they had led in the past, and that thev should 
not permit themselves to be stampeded now 
or in the future, 

He suggested the question whether they 
were not sacrificing most of the joy of their 
profession, and much that was mofe targible 
and more commercially evident, in their worship 
of the twentieth century idol—speed. If they 
resolutely set their faces against rushing thei 
assistants, and harrying their contractors, 
and, in turn, against being bustled by thew 
clients, might not their work be more satis- 
fying to themselves and more enduring for 
those who entrusted them with commissions’ 
And of those who had not yet experienced the 
pleasures and pains of actual practice, who 
were still neophytes in their art, he asked 
that, while avoiding procrastination as a 
veritable plague, they should slowly and 
surely, without permitting themselves to 
“cram” or be “ crammed ' with knowledge, 
fit themselves for the great responsibilities 
which would devolve upon them in the coming 
years. (Applause.) 

VOTE OF THANKS. 

Mr. F. G. Hicks, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Cooke for his address, con- 
gratulated the Association on having so able 
a President. He said that Mr. Cooke, in his 
excellent address, had referred to speed in 
their work. He himself was thankful that 
they were not obliged to draw at the rate of 
sixty miles an hour. At the same time, it 
appeared to him that some of their students 
took a longer time to get going. He thought 
that more attention should be paid to free- 
hand sketching, 

Mr. J. M, Fairweather seconded the pro- 
posal, He said that he agreed with the 
policy laid down by Mr. Cooke of /festina 
lente. 

Mr. J. H. Webb. in supporting the vote, 
said that they derived great advantage from 
the schools of architecture. 

Professor Butler said that the schools laid 
the foundation on which they built in the 
architects’ offices, but sometimes they began 
on a foundation that was badly laid. He 
advocated a closer co-ordination of the 
university schools and the offices. What they 
aimed at was the attainment of the maximum 
qualifications in the minimum time.

CORK’S HOUSING 
PROBLEM. 


SCHEME TO ACQUIRE 
SITES. 
a ssamnsasc 


At Cork Corporation offices yesterday Mr. 
D. J. Hickie, al Government, Department 
Inspector held an inquiry into an application 
ais by the Council of the County orough 
of Cork for a provisional order ag ty 
the Council to take advantage of the Lan 
Clauses Acts in connection with the purchase 
and taking of cerlain lands. The application 
was made in order to acquire some thirty- 
three acres of building land between Turner s 
Cross and Friar’s Walk, and situated within 
the Borough boundary. — 

Mr. P. Monaghan, City Manager, stated 
that wader the various Housing Acts the 
Corporation had built m Cork 1,011 houses. 
Of these 565 were built before 1925 and 
financed entirely by the Corporation. Since 
that year 446 houses were built with Govern- 
ment assistance, and the remainder by private 
individdals and by the Irish Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Land Trust. It was estimated, he 
said, that between 4,000 and 5,000 were now 
required to meet the needs of the city. . 

The area which it was proposed to acquire 
would provide sites. for 660 houses, and the 
development of the ground would give much- 
needed employment. A provisional lay-out of 
ground had been made after the manner 
suggested by the Cork Town-Planning 
Association, and the preparation of plans and 
specifications for the construction of 150 
houses, which would absorb some seven or 
eight acres of the land in question. 

After Mr. 8. W. Farringdon, the City 
Engineer, had detailed the survey of the area, 
and when Mr. W. D. Mockler, solicitor, had 
stated the position of a resident who was at 
present a yearly tenant in the area, the 
Inspector said that he would report on the 
application, and the inquiry then closed. 


RATHMINES FATAL

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WOMAN KILLED BY RUNAWAY

A runaway horse attached to a van be- 
longing to a Dublin firm, was involved in an 
aceident at Wynnefield road, Rathmines, yes- 
terday evening, which resulted in the death 
of Mrs. Michael Boyce, newsagent, 138 
Upper Rathmines.

ADDRESS TO BELFAST 
ROTARY CLUB. 


Mr. J. W. Renshaw, LL.D., addressed the 
Belfast Rotary Club yesterday on the subject 
of ‘* Municipal Service.” He said that the 
efficiency of local administration was a matter 
of immediate concern which should always 
awaken an active personal interest in al!

NEW TRANS-OCEANIC 
RADIO SYSTEM. 


— 


EUROPE AND SOUTH AMERICA 
JOINED. 


The new Spanish-Argentine radio link from 
Sevilla has been opened by General De 
Rivera. This new service, which will con- 
nect the Spanish telephone system through 
the International Telephone and Telegraph 
Corporation’s network in Sevilla to the Ar. 
gentine, Uruguay and Chili, marks a great 
advance on anything before used in radio 
telephony in that complete privacy is ob- 
tained. Over-hearing by unauthorised 
listeners is no longer possible, as the waves 
are transmitted in a distorfed form that is 
unintelligible to the ordinary radio receiving 
station. 

Except for the one working between 
Great Britain and the United States this 
radio telephone link of 9,600 kilometres—the 
longest of its kind in existence—is the only 
one that is connected with the ordinary public 
telephone ‘systems at both ends, permitting 
distant subscribers to converse from their 
ordinary telephones without either of them 
having to go to a central station cabin, 

It is interesting to note that the sub-fluvia] 
cable under the River Plata, connecting the 
Argentine and Uruguayan telephone systems 
and the transmitting and receiving stations 
for this new link, are supplied by Standard 
i. gha and Cables, Ltd., and manufac- 
tured in their factories at Woolwich and 


Hendon.

EVIDENCE AT THE LIQUOR 
COMMISSION.

There was a sitting of the Free State 
Liquor Commission yesterday in the Royal 
College of Physicians, Kildare street, 
Dublin, at which evidence was taken from 
the Civie Guard, the licensed trade, and 
the hotel proprietors concerning the work- 
ing of the new Licensing Act, especially 
with regard to the afternoon closing hour 
in the county boroughs, the total closin 
of public-houses on St. Patrick's Day, bád 
ihe hours of trading on Sundays in the 
lour large cities on special occasions. 

Mr. John J. Horgan, solicitor, Chair- 
man, presided, and the other members cf 
the Commission present were Sir James 


Craig, T.D.; Senator Mrs. Costello, 
Senator J. T. O'Farrell, the Very Rev. J. 
Flanagan, P.P.; Senator R. Wilson, 


Messrs. Seamus Murphy, T.D., and J. J. 
\McElligott, Secretary to the Department 
of Finance. 


CHAIRMAN’'S STATEMENT. 

The Chairman said that they intended to 
sit that day, and on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, from 10.30 to 12.30 and from 3 to 5. 
They were desirous, if possible, of getting 
through the evidence in that time. The 
points were short points, and they saw no 
reason why they should not get through in 
that time, They did not want to have wit- 
nesses called who would repeat evidence. 

The Chairman then read the terms of refer- 
ence, which were as follows :— 

To examine the following provisions of the 
law relating to the sale, supply and consump- 
tion of intoxicating liquor~that is to say: 


(1) The provision by virtue of which the 
sale, supply and consumption of 
intoxicating liquor are limited during 
a period in the afternoon on week 
days in county boroughs (including 
any part of the Dublin metropolitan 
area) in a manner in which they are 
not limited tothe rest of the 
Saorstat ; 

(2) The provision by virtue of which the 
grant'ng of area exemption orders on 
special oceasions on which large 
incursions of persons are expected is 
limited to licensing areas not being 
or forming part of a county borough ; 

(5) The provision regulating the sale, 
supply or consumption of intoxicat- 
ing liquor on St. Patrick’s Day; 

(4) The provision made for the transfer of 
a licence from one set of premises to 
other premises ; 

and to report whether any alterations in 

these particular provisions of the law are 

desirable. j 


THE AFTERNOON CLOSING. 7 

Superintendent Michael Freeman, Dublin 
Metropolitan Guards, was the first witness. 
He said that since the passing of the In- 
toxicating Liquor Act, 1927, it was the exper!- 
ence of the Guards that the afternoon closing 
period in the county boroughs from 2.50 to 
5230 had worked satisfactorily. The main 
purpose for which the him was intended 
had been attained. The group of persons 
who remained on licensed premises over a 
lengthy period in the day time had been, by 
reason of the afternoon closing, compelled 
to separate and leave the premises. This had 
been particularly noticeable on A my E 

0 
difficulty had been experienced by the Civic 
Guards in supervising licensed premises 
during this period, and from the inspections 
that had been made it had been noticed that 
the law was well observed. 

As regards area exemption orders, the wit- 
ness said that these were granted by a 
district justice on the application of the 
vfticer in charge of the Guards in the area. 
These orders had been applied for by the 
police in rural areas where large crowds were 
expected on any particular occasion, and no 
reports of excesses had been received. The 
orders could not be made in the county 
boroughs, and he did not think it necessary to 
alter the law so that they would be brought 
in, as he was of opinion that ample provision 
existed within the latter places for the supply 
of liquor, as there was a complete opening on 
Sundays between the hours of 2 to 5 p.m. 

Chairman—Do you mean that there is 
ample provision in normal circumstances, or 
in all circumstances? 

Witness—Our view is that there is ample 
provision under all circumstances, 

Take the case of Cork, where the hurling 
ground is some distance from the centre ol 
the city, and where after a match the people 
ave not likely to get ito the. city in time 
io get refreshments before 5 o'clock, do you 
think that that is right?—Of course, that is 
so; but people going to such a match should 
make their own arrangements, and take 
sandwiches with them. ; 

Then your idea is that such an alteration 1s 
not necessary ’—Yes; teas and light refresh- 
ments can be procured. 

Have you any objection to the hours on 
Sundays on such oceasions being altered to. 
say, from 4 to 7?—No. | 

Of course, if this power was given it would 
rest entirely with the Civic Guards, and, 
therefore, take the case of .Cork or Waterford, 
if there is no cause for it the application 
would not be granted—it is taking nothing 
out of the hands of the peace officers ’—'That 
is so: but our view is, as I have already in- 
dicated, that we do not think that a change 1s 
necessary or desirable. 

ST. PATRICK'S DAY. | 

Continuing, the witness said that the police 
did not consider it advisable to make any 
change in the law relating to the sale of 
liquor on St. Patrick's Day. The special re- 
strictions applicable to St. Patrick’s Day had 
heen im operation on only one occasion— 
1928—although the Act had been in operation 
for two years, and no difficulty was expert- 
enced in enforcing the law. Very few 
breaches of the law were committed, and from 
the point of view of public order the provi- 
sions worked admirably. As St. Patrick's 
Day this year fell on Sunday the Sunday con- 
ditions applied. 

Chairman—St. Patrick’s Day was a very 
much abused day ” 

Witness—-Not for the past ten or twelve 
years. The people are better able to control 
themselves. The old idea is gone. 

Sir J. Craig asked if the witness thought 
the original recommendation of the Com- 
mission would be better—to close the public- 
houses between the hours of 3 and 5 p.m.? 

The witness replied that, from the police 
point of view, it would be better—it would 
be an extra hour gained. » 

Sir J. Craig—Your own figures show taat 
in the metropolitan area in 1928. on St. 
Patrick’s Day, when the public-houses were 
closed all day, there were four arrests for 
drunkenness. Jn 1929. when Sunday con- 


ditions prevailed. there were only two 
arrests. Does that not point to the view 
that it would be very much better if the 
original recommendation of the Commission 
were carried out; that St. Patrick’s Day 
should be treated as a Sunday? Witness—I 
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bores uch importance to those 
THE POLICE POINT OF ViEW. 

Answering Senator O'Farrell, the witness 
said that the police did not regard any sug: 
gested alterations in the licensing laws from 
a social point of view. They looked at them 
from the point of view of the preservation 
of the vecce. The main objection to the 
granting of additional facilities for drinkin 
was the amount of egtra work that it wold 
place on the Guards. 

Questioned by Mr. Murphy, T.D., he said 
that the police did not object to altering the 
hours of opening on Sundays in county 
boroughs from 2 to 5 to 4 to 7 p.m., if the 
occasion demanded it, although it would en- 
tail increased work on the Guards to super- 
vise the houses. He did not think that 
groups of people would remain in public- 
1ouses and miss their trains. 

The police, he said, considered that the 

rovisions of the Licensing (Ireland) Act, 

902, dealing with the transfer of a licence 
from one set of premises to another, should 
not be altered, 

The Superintendent added that, from the 
police point of view, there was no objection 
to “hig drinks at meals in restawrants 
between the hours of 2.30 and 3.30 p.m. 

_ THE RURAL AREAS. 

Superintendent J.° Macken (Monaghan), 
giving evidence in respect of rural areas, 
supported the previous witness in the view 
that the law relating to St. Patrick's Day 
and to the transfer of licences should not be 
altered. 

Answering Senator Wilson, he said that 
there was no provision whereby a public 
dinner would be granted an exemption, and 
he was in favour of the law as it stood. 

The Chairman said that football crowds 
were not provided for in places like Cork, 
and was there any reason why the Guards 
should not be given power to altow provision 
for them, if they thought it necessary ’ 

The witness said that’ that affected the 
county boroughs, and he could not speak for 
them. There had been no abuse of exemp- 
tion orders im the rural areas. 

LICENSED TRADERS’ CASE. 

Mr. Rice, K.C., on behalf of the Licensed 
Traders’ Association, said that, having regard 
to the misrepresentations made as to the atti- 
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Mr. J. J. Horean. 


it was only right that he 
should state their attitude. 1t had been 
stated as late as Saturday last that the 
Government had Ugg rete the Commission 
on pressure from the licensed trade. That 
statement had no authority or justification, 
and the attitude of the body that he repre- 
sented was the same as that of the Govern- 
ment—namely, that, if any change were made 
in the licensing laws, it should be made with 
regard to the main consideration—the con- 
venience of the public. That was the ground 
on which his clients asked for certain reform 
—solely to convenience the public—and they 
were asking for nothing that would prejudice 
public order. 

Referring to the police evidence given 
earlier in the day, he complained of the atti- 
tude adopted by the officers who had been 
examined. They left out altogether the ques- 
tion of the convenience of the public, and 
the only evidence that they had from them 
concerned alone the convenience of the police. 
That, he submitted, was a wrong attitude. 
Dealing with tie facilities for obtaining mid- 
day lunches, he said that while there was 
great accommodation in London. in Dublin 
it was very limited, having regard to the 
population. 

The Chairman—It has 
improved in recent years. 


THE LUNCHEON HOUR IN DUBLIN. 

Mr. Rice, continuing, said that in Dublin, 
owing to the closing hour--2.30 to 3.30— 
people were rushed at their lunches and 
were frequently seen coming out of 
restaurants with part of their unfinished 
lunches in their hands. The wholesale trade. 
Messrs. Guinness, Sen and Co., Ltd.. and 
Messis. Jamesons, -had written complaining 
of the difficulties which their men: had in 
carrying out their day’s work because they 
were excluded from licensed premises between 
2.00 and 3.30 p.m. 

Proceeding, counsel] said he did not think 
that in these days there was an abuse of 
drink, Before the war and before the price 
of drink had increased the abuse of drink 
was a diminishing evil. He himself remem. 
bered the conditions that had prevailed in 
Dublin, and there had been an immense 
change in the habits of the people.

The late President Griffith; when a motion 
for closing public-houses on that day came 
before ihe Dail, suggested that St. Patrick's 
Day was a holiday, and said that people who 
were out for a holiday ought not to be de- 
barred from getting refreshments. The late 
General Collins took the same. view. 

Counsel said that on another ground 
would put it, that it was contrary 
democratic principles to deprive a poor man 
who went out for a day's holiday on St. 
Patrick's day from getting something in the 
way of refreshments, when richer people had 
better and other means of getting refresh- 
ments on the same day. It was all wrong, 
from a democratic point of view; The late 
Minister for Justice put in a provision in the 
1927. hill which allowed for the obtaining of 
refreshments during certain hours on that 
day. In the interests of and for the con- 
venience of the public, counsel suggested that 
the law dealing with frade on that day should 
be repeated, 

As regards the transfer of licences, the pro- 
vision existing in the present law enabling a 
man having a six-day licence to transfer a 
seven-dav licence which he had purchased to 
his premises was approved hy the trade. 

VINTNERS’ GRIEVANCES. 

Mr. Martin O'Byrne, Secretary Licensed 
trocers’ and Vintners’ Protectidn Associa- 
tion of Ireland. asked the Commission to re- 
commend the abolition: of the afternoon clos- 
ing hour in Dublin. He said that the clos- 
ing from 2.30 to 3.30 was a very grave in- 
convenience to the public. Licensed houses 
were largely used by the public for lencheons. 
and very many. took that meal between 2.30 
and 3.30. In the central parts of the city 
many of the public-houses supplied ‘* sit-

As an act of 
justice the afternoon closing hour should be 
abolished, for it interfered with existing 
rights for which traders had paid. Virtually, 
every licensed house is a “mixed trading ”’ 
house, a very large proportion of their earn- 
ings arising from the sale of groceries, etc. 
This business was directed from traders pay- 
ing heavy taxation to others whose contrilu- 
tions to the revenue were much smaller, but 
who enjoyed uninterrupted hours of trading. 
The hours of trading were just as much an 
asset to the trader as ih the stock in his 
shop, and it would be just as justifiable to 
on without compensation a farmer of a 
valuable field on alleged public grounds, 
though the legislation doing so was ad- 
mittedly experimental. 'The experiment was 
based on the precedent of English legisla- 
tion, merely for munition manufacturing 
centres with great populations earning very 
high wages. No such conditions existed 
here. 

There was no necessity for closing during 
the hour in the afternoon. In Dublin there 
were 175 spirit grocers or '' off’’ licences. 
Very many of these obeyed the law governing 
their licences, and would not supply drink 
fur consumption ' on,” but there were others 
who did not, and it was absolutely impossible 
for the Guards, no matter how vigilant and 
attentive they might be, to put a stop to it. 

SUNDAY CROWDS. 
Dealing with the question of occasions on 
which large crowds visited the four cities in 
the Free State on Sundays and where, under 
the Act of 1927, no special exemption was 
possible, the witness said that public in- 
convenience under this head had made itself 
felt in Dublin, Cork, Limerick and Waterford, 
and ‘witnesses from the latter three cities 
would be able to satisfy the Commission of 
the necessity for an alteration in the law, so 
as to meet the circumstances of these special 
occasions. If the Commission were satisfied 
that some change was necessary, he would 
ask that it should take the form of a general 
exemption, which would not make it necessary 
for individuals to make application to the 
District Court, which would cause endless 
trouble to the trade, the Court officials and 
the police. 
THE 17th MARCH. 

Dealing with the question of St. Patrick’s 
Day, he said that the late Arthur Griffith 
and the late Kevin O’Higgins were both 
opposed to the closing of the public-houses on 
St. Patrick’s Day, and when it was proposed 
in the bill of 1924 it was defeated. in the 
Dail by a majority of almost three to one. 
During the sitting of the second Dail in 1922, 
when a motion for the closing of the public- 
houses on St. Patrick’s Day was moved by 
Count Plunkett, Mr. Arthur Griffith, then 
President of the Executive Council, refused to 
accept it after a discussion, in the course of 
which he said: “I suggest that St. Patrick's 
Day is a holiday at the present time. People 
who are out for a holiday do not want to 
walk around the streets. If you let people 
out for a holiday they ought not to be de- 
barred from getting refreshments. I will not 
accept anything telling the Cabinet to ask the 


licensed houses to close.’ 


motion. Furthermore, the Commission at its 
main sitting recommended that the opening 
on St. Patrick's Day should be regulated by 
the same conditions as applied to Sundays. 
In regard to the law of transfer of a 
licence from one premises to another—if this 
had reference to the conversion of a six-day 
into a seven-day licence by the extinction of 
a seven-day licence in the same licensing area, 
he would ask the Commission to recommend 
that such conversion would be possible at any 
period of the year, and not at the annual 
licensing sessions only, as the existing law 
enjoined. Furthermore, that some arbitration 
tribunal should be set up to deal with cases 
of difficulty when covenants in lehses secured 
the continuity of licences. 

DUBLIN PUBLICAN’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. P. Conway, 70 Parnell street.’ Dublin. 
gave evidence of the inconvenience caused to 
the public by the closing hour, People who 
went to his premises shortly before 2.30 for 
a sandwich and a drink were very much dis 
appointed when they were asked to leave at 
2.25. He thought that there ought to be 
a provision for the opening of public-houses 
for some period on St. Patrick’s Day. 

With regard to the extension of hours on 
the occasion of a football match on Sundays, 
he said that if the houses were allowed to 
open from one o'clock to seven o'clock, it 
wonld meet the convenience of the public. 
People arrived from long distarices at about 
one o'clock, and they naturally wanted some 
thing to drink and eat before they went to the 
match, and again when it ended before they 
leit by train for their homes. 

Answering Sir James Craig, the witness said 
that he supplied on an average eighteen 
sandwiches a day, 

Sir James—Then a great many people are 
not inconvenienced by the closing hour. 
Would you undertake to give it as. your 
opinion that the mothers and wives of men 
would like to have the public-houses open 
from one o'clock to seven o'clock on St. 
Patrick’s Day? 

Witness—-I think there is a demand for 
licensed houses to open for some period on 
that day. . 

Would von not be content with the Sunday 
hours ?—Personally, IT would he satisfied. — 
EVIDENCE FROM CORK AND 
WATERFORD, 

Mr. P. Clancy,: Chairman of the Cork 
Branch of the Lieensed Traders’ Association, 
gave evidence with regard to the conditions in 

Cork: : 

Referring to the holding of Gaelic matches 
in Cork City on Sundays, he said that fixtures 
had been transfered from Cork to ‘Thurles and 
other places where facilities for refreshments 
on Sundays existed. 

Mr. James Gleeson, Limerick, agreed with 
the evidence given by the other witnesses 
examined by the hcensed trade. 

Mr. J. Cooke, Waterford, and Mr. J. 
Quinn, Limerick, also agreed. 

THE HOTEL PROPRIETORS. 

Mr. R. J. Kidney, Secretary of the Hotel 
and Restaurant Proprietors’ Association, said 
that the principal point that they wished to 
make was in reference to the ‘‘ split hour,” 
and the inconvenience to the public. Cus- 
tomers who came in to lunch at 2.30 or 2.35 
could not get drink with their meals, and 
there was a certain amount of hardship on 
the customer who could not come in earlier. 

Chairman—How many luncheons on an 
average would be served daily in Jury's 
Hotel ?— About, 300. 

Chairman—What proportion of the cus- 
tomers come in to lunch after 2.30?—Well, 
about 25 per cent. : 

Chairrman—Is the closing from 2.30 to 3.30 
& serious inconvenience ? 

Witness—It is an irritation rather than an 
inconvenience. There is no more sense in 
refusing a man a drink with his meal at 2.40 
than there is at The only effect is to 
put a man in a bad temper. (Laughtev.) 

Prior to the new Licensing Act a number 
of banquets and public dinners were held on 
St. Patrick’s Day, but under the present 
regulations a dinner could not be held unless 
the drink for each guest was ordered the day 
before and debited to him, and stored in a 
cupboard. He was ef opinion that the fac'li- 
ties available under the Brady Act for exten- 
sions or exemptions of licences should be 
continued. He also was of opinion that 
licensed hotels and public-houses should be 
opened from 2 to 5 on St, Patrick's Day, 

THE “ OFF-LICENCE ' HOLDERS. 

Mr. William Richardson, Secretary, giving 
evidence on behalf of the ‘ off-licence’”’ 
holders, agreed that there was a necessity 
for exemption orders on Sundays when there 
were big crowds in the city, and said that 
licensed houses should open on St. Patrick’s 
Dav as on ordinary week days.

One day Iast week I called to the Botanic 

Gardens, and I was surprised to see summer 

still reigning there. On the walk to thie 
right of the entrance, called the East Walk, 

all the summer flowers were still in bloom— 

the reds of begonias mingling with the white 
of Marguerite daisies, the purple of pansies 
and the dark blue of lobelias with the dark 

red of fuchsias. The people who complain of - 
cold are wrong—hopglessly wrong—by the 
thermometer. Summef has stayed unusually 
late this year. Nem the Orchid House a 
bed of magnificent red roses, General Mac- 
Arthur, is in full bloom, and another bed 
is full of exquisite yellow roses, and a 
third of lovely saffron pinks—their proper 
name I do not know, bat they looked like 
Malmaisons grown slender and delicate. Be 

side the house in which the lily tank is kept 
two clusters of Bella Donna lilies are in 
blossom. They are scentiess, and of a fragile 
rose colour. : 

The dily tank, which is about twenty-five 
feet round, is now converted into a residence 
for chrysanthemums, many of which are 
already in blossom, The centre is reserved 
for the large blooms, while the single flower 
chrysanthemums are set about the side. The 
large flowers are piled in a rising mound, 
which is surmounted by a small palm, and 
there are red, white, yellow, yvellow-red, 
brown and other varieties. Ten days from 
now they will all be in blossom, and this 
place will be transformed into a hill oí 
flowers. 

THE LAST OF THE DAHLIAS. 

Jn another house I saw a new strain of 
primulas of deep pinks and blues, reminding 
one of exquisite china. © These had been 
brought to the Gardens recently, and the 
South African Nerines, with their vivid reds, 
would almost be seen by a blind man. Thre 
mauves and pinks ef the South Afr‘can prim- 
roses—which, hke so many fragile blossoms, 
hear weighty nomes, Streptocarpus—might 
have been stolen from a sunset cloud. Many 
of them have heen ra‘sed in the Gardens. 

As we walked across to the red dahlias | 
noticed workmen everywhere. This is their 
busiest time in the Gardens, and they take 
every advantage of a fine day to get through 
their winter work, which is also, of course, 
their preparation for the spring. The 
dahlias were glowing warmly under a clipped 
hedge, but the lady who was showing me 
ahont shook her head sadly over them. 
‘They are waiting for the frost,” she said. 
‘The first frost will finish them. 

Krom the dahlias we went down to the 
river, and how wonderful it is beside this 
little river in autumn! Coming down the hill 
we saw the glory of a red and gold chestnut 
showing some still umconquered grecn. i 
maple high on one of the banks was deepen- 
ing its red. As we stood on the bridge we 
saw that the deciduous cypress was still as 
green as in spring, but one of these days il 
will turn to gold and from gold to red. -We 
crossed the bridge and looked back at the 
copper beech, still holding all its barnished 
leaves, and the water on the other 
side a Japanese ilv was flowering late. Three 
great bucts hung beneath the white blossoms 
ready to come ferth, and one trembled to 
think of that frosty night. not far off now, 
that would destroy both flower and bud. 
This is a vear of red leaves—even the 
tamarisks will turn to ruddy tones, and 
many leaves that might otherwise fall a

TOWN-PLANNING AND 
COMPENSATION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—It has been reported recently in the 
Press that the basic difficulty im the matter 
of town-planning is the question of compen- 
sation; that legislation of this kind here can 
be of little use if it does not deal with this 
problem so as to avoid saddling the rate- 
payer; that British legislation has not 
attempted to solve this basic difficulty, and 
that only when we have settled the ‘policy 
with regard to compensation can we safely 
proceed to legislate or plan. Perhaps, you 
will be good enough to allow me to offer 
some suggestions which may help to eluci- 
date the problem from this particular and 
important aspect of eonipensation, 

It is agreed that in a country like ours, 
with such limited resources, it is necessary 
in all social reforms to consider carefully the 
financial consequences, but it is also neces 
sary to consider whether we can afford to 
do without certain reforms long since adopted 
in other countries. No doubt, the Govern- 
ment weighs these considerations very 
carefully and is in possession of information 
not accessible to the ordinary public; but it 
may possibly happen that there is too much 
tendency to be guided by the stereotyped 
procedure adopted elsewhere or to attach too 
much value to precedent. I think it may be 
taken as a safe assumption that unless town- 
planning legislation in this country is based 
almost entirely upon new methods and ideas, 
and wpon a new financial framework not in 
vogue elsewhere, this reform will be long 
delayed. Briefly, we ‘cannot afford the 
methods of our wealthy competitors in other 


lands, and, if we are so barren as to be 
unable to change them, then there is little 
hope. 


The trouble in England appears to be due 
to a general assumption that the. costs of 
town-planning must be satisfied from their 
present financial expedients, but this should 
not be admitted m the condition of our 
prineipal towns, Any comprehensive measure 
of town-planning for us should mean the 
flotation of loans. In this matter elsewhere 
the living ratepayers are unfairly treated in 
being asked to play fairy god-mother . to 
posterity. Town-planning is essentially a 
benefit for posterity. In that country also 
the freehold system of property-owning is 
almost universal, whereas with us the lease- 
hold system usually obtains, and therefore 
here a wide avenve is opened up for obtain- 
ing what is called “ betterment.’’ by pur- 
chasing or granting rexversionary leases not 
exceeding seventy-five” years It often 
happens that in less than that period pro- 
perties in central areas change hands and 
rebuilding becomes imperative. It may be 
objected that this period of lease is too short 
until it is pointed out that the rebuilding of 
Regent street, London, where millions have 
been spent, is on an eighty years’ lease. 

The success in replanning built-up areas is 
undoubtedly wrapped up in the methods to 
be adopted for compensation and betterment, 


and the latter especially will have to be 
taken into account and extended powers 
obtained. Compensation for improvement 


schemes should be subject to periods. The 
first might be the period of things which 
were required at once; the second the things 
within, say, ten years; and the third things 
which could be realised gradually as norma! 
rebuilding took place. Under the first head- 
ing there seems to be no other way than by 
purchase of the property required and claim. 
ing betterment for the frontages to the new 
sireet when made. Under the second head- 
ing would come the bulk of the proposais. 
and this is one which would require special 
powers regarding compensation. Under the 
third heading what is known as “ benefit 
assessments “ could operate or, alternatively, 
the purchase of leases. The area of existing 
buildings within the containing walls should 
he calevlated and compared with that of the 
new buildings proposed to be erected on the

simpler and much less expensive under the 
Acquisition of Land (Assessment of Compen 
sation) Act, 1919, than under the Act of 
1890, and the law has been materially altered.

Meantime an owner who 
wishes to sell has no grievance, as what he 
had to offer would include the right to 
compensation.

The cost of reference to a local authority 
might be yery considerable, and again in this 
matter the procedure adopted eisewhere 
should not be followed.

COST OF REPLACING BRIDGES, 

At a meeting of the Roads Committee of 
Tyrone County Council Mr. J. W. Leebody, 
County Surveyor, placed a statement before 
the Council of the of repairing and 
rebuilding the bridges in the county which 
had recently been destroved and damaged by 
the floods. He stated that his estimate for 
the tebuilding of bridges was as follows :— 
Killyvmore Bridge, between Newtownstewart 
and Gortin, £6,000: Abereorn Bridge, New- 
townstewart, £10,000; Trinamadan Bridge, 
between Gortin and Plumbridge, £7,000: 
repair of carriage way on road from Omagh 
to Monaghan, at Stughan Glen, £300; and 
repair of several smaller bridges, which 
brought the total amount for bridges and 
roads on classified routes to £23,345. 

The Committee approved of the rebuilding 
of the bridges, and appointed a committee 
to visit the sites of the bridges with the 
County Surveyor and bring in a detailed 
report. and also to consider the question of 
erecting temporary structures for the con- 
ventence of the people.
